about 75-125 mM potassium lactobionate, 

about 20-30 mM KH2PO4, 

about 3-7 mM MgSCM, 

about 20-40 mM raffinose, 

about 2-10 mM adenosine, 

about 1 -5 mM allopurinol, and 

about 45-55 g/L pentastarch. 
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1 1. An organ or biological tissue preservation aqueous cold storage solution 
comprising:

Claim 25 now reads: 

25. A method of preparing the organ or biological tissue preservation 

solution of claim 9, 1 0 or 1 1 comprising: 
providing a solution with sterile water; 

adding the potassium lactobionate, the potassium phosphate, the 

raffinose, the adenosine, the allopurinol and the pentastarch to the 
solution; and 

mixing the prostaglandin El , the nitroglycerin and the N-acetylcysteine into the 
solution. 

REJOINDER OF CLAIMS 
Claims 8-1 2 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1 996 (1 1 84 
O.G. 86), claims 20-27, directed to the process of making or using the 
patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Process claims 20- 
27 hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 
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Claims 1 3-1 9, not directed to the process of making or using the patentable 
product, will not be rejoined.

Applicant has presented evidence of unexpected results when about 
1,000 micrograms/L prostaglandin El, about 10 mg/ml nitroglycerin and about 
0.2 mg/L of N-acetylcysteine is added to Viaspan® and used in the 
preservation of kidney.
